The  Career  Center  and  Job  Placement  Center  of  Broward  Community  College  South  Campus  is  located 
at  the  west  end,  opposite  the  library,  in  building  68  room  100.  It  provides  students  with  a  variety  of  opportunities 
to  ensure  their  success  at  BCC. 

The  center,  which  is  open  Mondays  through  Thursdays  8:30  a.m.  to  7:00  p.m.  and  Fridays  from  8:30 
a.m.  to  4:30  p.m.,  gives  services  to  students  such  as  :  career  counseling,  full  and  part  time  jobs,  career  assessment 
and  information  about  other  colleges  and  universities.  The  center  also  includes  online  computers  with  hundreds 
of  job  opportunities  in  Florida.  This  also  includes  Federal  Jobs  on-line.  The  staff  assist  students  by  helping  them 
plan  for  the  future  and  acquire  the  most  out  of  their  college  experience. 


South  Florida  Job  Search  via  the  Internet  has  more  than  400  books  on  career  options  and  job  seeking 
opportunities  and  455  occupational  vertical  files;  Florida  college  catalogs,  transfer  manuals  for  all  ten  Florida 
state  public  universities,  some  out  of  state  catalogs,  an  index  of  college  majors,  Internships  and  study  abroad 
directories  can  also  be  found  on  the  Internet. 

Choices  is  a  Florida  and  national  computerized  database,  networked  to  WWW;  it  includes  1100 
occupations  descriptions.  Choices  also  has  excellent  listings  of  educational  programs/  majors  and  scholarships 
which  are  on  a  national  database. 

Focus  II  is  a  computerized  national  system  that  provides  concise  information  for  over  550  occupations, 
including  timely  job  titles  like  Fire  Inspector,  Fish  Farmer,  Hydrologist,  Forensics  Psychologist,  and  jobs  which 
are  not  found  on  the  other  systems. 

The  career  counselor,  Kathleen  Rhoad,  gives  advice  on  short  and  long  range  career  goals  as  well  as 
strategies  for  exploring  career  or  job  options  you  already  have  in  mind.  Job  Placement  Specialist,  Leslie  White, 
helps  in  finding  full  time  and  part  time  job  positions.  Job  Developer  and  Placement  Specialist  for  AS  &  Certificate 
job  seekers,  Beatriz  Reed,  provides  job  coaching  and  employability  skill  training.  Also  available  is  lone  Turpin. 
counselor  for  personal  and  emotional  issues,  which  includes  anger  management. 

With  the  job  placement  section,  professional  placement  counselors  are  available  to  provide  skill  assessment 
and  information  on  related  jobs  chosen  from  the  thousands  of  part  and  full  time  job  openings  listed  each  year. 
Help  is  also  available  with  resume  writing  and  interviewing  techniques.

Dorothy  Gillespie,  a  well  known  artist  who  has  donated  several  pieces  to  BCC  South,  was  here 
for  the  opening  of  the  new  building  during  the  fall  term.  She  arrived  a  few  days  before  the  dedication  to 
install  several  pieces  that  she  planned  to  donate  to  the  campus.  New  pieces  appeared  in  the  new  cafeteria, 
and  the  auditorium.  Other  pieces  she  did  for  the  campus  could  be  seen  in  building  69  and  on  the  outside 
of  room  133  across  from  the  art  gallery. 

Gillespie  was  born  in  Virginia,  where  at  an  early  age,  displayed  a  talent  for  art.  She  quickly 
became  the  classroom  artist  in  school,  making  decorations  for  special  occasions.  She  said  of  her  artistic 
talent,  "I  think  I  was  born  to  be  an  artist.  From  my  earliest  memories  I  wanted  to  draw  and  work  with 
my  hands."  That  desire  led  her  to  go  to  Art  School,  something  that  she  feels  is  important  to  any  aspiring 
artist.  Gillespie  added  "  I  don't  know  how  a  person  could  teach  themselves.  I  think  it's  wasted  time 
teaching  yourself,  because  you  don't  know  what  you're  lacking." 

Since  the  beginning  of  her  career,  Gillespie  has  done  over  160  art  shows  by  her  self  and  with 
others.  She  has  also  been  awarded  many  degrees  in  the  fine  arts  from  major  Universities,  such  as  her 
Doctor  of  Fine  Arts  from  Caldwell  College.  She  has  also  done  lectures  and  appeared  in  many  articles, 
even  writing  some  herself. 

Before  she  left  after  installing  her  pieces,  Gillespie  left  these  words  of  advice  for  aspiring 
artists:  "  It's  important  to  work  hard.  Any  artist  who  thinks  it's  going  to  be  an  easy  job  is  not  going  to  be 
very  good  or  very  productive  or  a  very  long  lasting  artist.  To  be  an  artist  you  have  to  have  a  wonderful 
sense  of  humor  because  if  you  don't,  you're  in  trouble."

The  most  popular  person  at  Broward  Community 
College  is  not  an  athlete  or  a  Student  Government  officer, 
but  rather  a  teacher.  Professor 
Steven  Godby  has  won  the 
hearts  of  his  students  through 
his  in-your-face  teaching 
methods,  controversial 
courses,  and  ability  to  motivate 
his  classes.  He  has  such  a 
profound  effect  on  his  students 
that  they  recently  voted  him 
Professor  of  the  Year  for  South 
Campus.  "This  type  of 
recognition  makes  one  want  to 
become  an  even  better 
teacher,"  commented  Godby  . 


Godby's  classes  take  a  diverse 

look  at  different  aspects  of 

humanities  and  the  liberal  arts. 

These       classes       include 

Introduction  of  Philosophy. 

World  Religions.  Ethics.  Logic. 

and    the    History    of    the 

Holocaust.  The  Introduction  to 

Philosophy  class  is  a  survey  of 

the  problems  and  history  of 

philosophical  belief  systems. 

The  World  Religions  course 

takes  a  comparative  look  at  the 

different  religions  of  the  world. 

Ethics  and  Logic  bring  new  insight  to  ethical  systems  and 

everyday  problems  in  society.  Finally  the  History  of  the 

Holocaust  class  examines  genocide  from    many  different 

viewpoints  and  is  not  limited  to  the  Nazi  Holocaust.  The 

popularity  of  these  classes  is  overwhelming.  Students  do  not 

only  take  one,  but  sometimes  two  or  three.  They  are  awed 

by  Godby's  knowledge  and  material  and  inspired  by  his 

teaching  style.  "Students  are  on  a  quest,  they  want  to  find 

some  type  of  meaning  and  value  in  life.  It  is  not  simply 

handing  out  the  information  but  it  is  the  really  critical 

examination  of  the  material.  I  do  not  want  to  teach  the 

students  the  facts,  but  rather  teach  them  how  to  handle  the 

facts.  I  want  to  teach  them  how  to  think,"  said  Godby. 

Professor  Godby's  desire  to  pursue  education  came 
when  he  was  only  in  the  tenth  grade.  A  teacher  at  Godby's 
high  school  told  him  that  he  would  be  a  "very  very  good 


teacher.  One  of  the  very  best."  He  was  so  moved  by  the 
comment  that  he  knew  teaching  was  his  calling  in  life.  "I've 
always  been  fascinated  with  the  intellectual  ideas,  the  history 
of  ideas,  and  religion,  so  I 
naturally  gravitated 
towards  those  areas,"  said 
Godby. 

Godby  graduated  from 
Forest  Hill  High  School  in 
West  Palm  Beach  and  then 
attended  Palm  Beach  Junior 
College  where  he  received 
his  Associate  of  Arts 
degree.  He  then  received  a 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree 
from  Florida  State 
University  with  a  double 
major  in  Philosophy  and 
Religion.  He  then  went  on 
to  complete  two  Master  of 
Arts  degrees  in  Humanities 
and  Religion.  In  addition, 
he  has  completed  Post 
Graduate  work  in  History 
from  the  University  of 
Tennessee  and  Sociology 
from  Florida  Atlantic 
University.  He  has 
completed  the  course  work 
for  the  Doctoral  degree  in 
Humanities  at  Florida  State 
University.  His  dissertation  examines  various  reasons  the 
perpetrators  used  during  the  Nazi  Holocaust. 

Godby's  greatest  teaching  strength  is  his  love  for 
his  students.  He  works  hard  to  create  a  better  community 
and  sense  of  responsibility  in  his  students.  He  also  believes 
that  the  teaching  of  humanities  is  a  way  to  "heal  the  troubled 
soul  of  my  students  and  thus  the  hurt  of  the  world."  Despite 
speculation  that  BCC  is  gearing  more  towards  a  vocational 
type  degree,  Godby  believes,  "It's  not  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  students  to  simply  receive  a  technical  or  vocational 
education.  It  is  a  flat,  one-dimensional  type  of  education. 
What  we  have  to  educate  here  is  a  total  person  including  the 
dimensions  of  music,  literature,  poetry,  philosophy,  and 
religion.  If  we  fail  to  do  so,  we  create  the  children  of 
Frankenstein."

Students  came  together  on  January  15th  to  remember  the  accomplishments  of  Dr.  Martin  Luther 
King,  Jr.  The  celebration  was  sponsored  by  the  African  American  Student  Union  and  used  music, 
movies,  and  discussions  to  remember  the  civil  rights  activist.
